to vote ngainst the bill, ns it did not enit him.
He was in favor of electing and not appointing
the commissioners, He also stated that he was
an independent man, nud would vote as his con-
dictions prompted him. The people of his ward

An exciting personal controversy between
Owen aud Lurry Kiernan ensued, in the course
of which Owen charged Kiernan with skedad-
dling from the chamber many times in order to
shirk voting on several measures.

Not having gone throug with it, they
asked leave to sit again, This is done Lo spare

THE RICHMOND WAR.

Flght Between the Pollee and the Negroes—
Fight of Another Kiond Beiween Geanernl
Canby nndGevernor Walker.

The Richmond Enguirer of Tuesday has the
following:—

After the elose of onr report of the municipal
troubles, at 12 oclock Satnrday nlght, every-
thing paseed off guietly uatil night before lust.

The Council, at its meeting Saturday morning,
poseed an ordinapce directing the polies force
of the city to disperse all culh&clmnﬁ of persons
(white or colored) which numbered twenty or
wore, when found on the streews of the city.
The police were lustructed to enforee this ordi-
nance and to dispersc all crowds scen in the
strecta. On Bunday night, abont 8 o'cloek,
Captains Tyler and Eppes, in charge of a detadl,
consisting of 8ergeant Dabmey, Detectlive Koox,
and privates Taylor and Bush, were patrolling
Monros ward, and found near the corner of
Jefferson aond Marshall streets, in the im-
mediate vicinity of the engine-
house, at the coruer of Brook avenue and
Marshall street, n squad of negroes, numbering
twenty-five or thirty, They ordered them to
digperse and go peaceably to their homes, which
order they refused to obey. The policemen de-
termined to enforee the order, and drove them,
without any violence or drawing arms, ncross
Jeflereon to Broad etreet. When they reached
this point tney made o stand and showed a dis-
rr_-ﬁll.lun to tight, A parley was golng on, when

’rivate Tuylor looked around and saw a negro
gecreted under the portico of the honse ovens
pied by Ben Scott, the notorious negro scoun-
drel, taking deliberate aim with o musket at
Captain Tyler. He called the attentlon of De-
tective Kuox, who immediately selzed the muozzle
of the gun and twned it up. As he did so, the
pegro fired and shiot off & part of the forefinger of
Knox's right hand. When this shot was fired
the policemen drew their pistols, and in an in-
stant the firing became general on  both
sides, Whilst it was going on a volley was fired
by 4 party of negroes in an alley near the seene
of the fight. The negroes were soon routed and
driven off. Beveral were wounded, but were
carried off by their friends. When the fight was
over, private Bueh was found lying near tbe
gutter, dead, Tt is supposed he was killed at
the firat fire, but was not geen to full, ns the fight
wns hand to hand, and the whole party was
mixed up in the meles. As soon us the strects
were cleared private Bush's remains were
brought to the City Hall and Inid oot in one of
the jury roows, Iewas on duty us a special
olleeman, was about thirty-five vears of age, a
}mker by trade, and wns a peaceable, indus-
trious, and honest citizen. He leaves a wife and
one child.

Yesterday afternoon, about 5 o'clock, Bon
HSeott, the npotorlous ringleader of all radical
negro villainy In the city, was passing down
Brond strect in charge of a pollceman, having
been arrested near the Third ward station, and
wheu near Ulty Hall was atlacked by several of
the special police and very narrowly escapad
with his life. But one shot was fired and that
took effect In the lower part of his arm and in-
flicted a slight wound; the ball didn't enter the
wrist jolot, and 18 a very small affalr. One of
ths special policemen was about to fire agzain
when several others saw It and prevented him,
Beott s taken up into the Mayor's office and
his wound attended to. IHe Is 80 insubordinate
and has been at the bottom of g0 many disturb-
ances that no sympathy was felt for him,

Cumberlund Incenfinries Hrenk Out
the Worst Exsenpe.

Onece in the
yard, they had little difliculty in getting over
the wall by means of their blankets, Policeman
Neill heard them while yet inside the wall, and
ran 1o the Sherift’s oflice in front of the house,
to notify the Shorifl. Just at that time Leo
Albangh and Depnis Regan jumped to the
ground and escaped. Joe Albaugh jumped im-
medintely afterwards, but fell and broke one of

hig legs, and wae retaken. Brady Huom.
melshime  was  wlso  on  the wall, but
made his way bnek w the yard on

discovery, and thence 1o the jali.

1Alboaugh and Hegan were buth seen going up
tne railroad to Polk street, about one hour nfter
their escape, and o squad of men were gent in
pursuit, but failed to overtake them. The two
prisoners after crossing the viaduet made their
way to Lynn's wharf, where Albaugh at once
found means to cross the river to Virginia, Five
policemen went to the whacf, and at the upper
end found a man nawed Havey, who had a canal
boat there. Just as they arrived o skiff poshed
from the canal boat with Regan in it, They at
once opened fire on him, but he jumped over-
bonrd,and keeping the boat between himself and
his pursuers, paddled to the Virginia shore. The
officers procured another boat ns soon ns pos-
eible, and followed, but conld find nothing ol
the fugitives.

Retorn of the Troeps—Yellow Fever nand

Kio pe Jaseiro, Feb, 28.—The country, al-
most tired out with walting for its retarning
beroes, may now rest cootent. The first de-
tachment of the volunteers have arrived from
Paraguay. Many had begun to wonder whether
any Brazillan troops were coming home or not;
and the clamors at last bocame #o loud, and the
attacks on the Government were so frequent
and =0 severe, that the Ministry, loth to ke
upon themselves the reapum-_nn'llty of the
detention, made an official declaration to
the effect that orders had been sent
again and again to Conde d'Ea for thelr return.
But there can be mo longer avy doubt. The
army is really on its return march. A brigade
of volunteers arrived yesterday. The Emperor
and his eulte were nmong the first to welcome
the roturning veterans, golng aboard of the
steamers Immedintely upon their reaching the
city, Afterward, he personally nesiated in the
detiarkation. The troops made a formal entry
of the city—marchiog through the principal
strects, \\-hirh were hnudnmnef} decorated with
flage and crowded with people. The npight
probably will be one of wild cxcitement. The
theatres will be In full blast, and the National
Hymn will be sung everywhere.

River Aguerey. which is a tributary of the
Parana in the extreme east of the Republie, dis-
tant another 100 leagues, in a right line {rom San
Pedro. In otber words, imagine a rlghl.-:m%lﬁd
trinugle, with the right aogle placed at San
Pedro; and the Parfundleulnr and base lines,
each measuring 100 leagues in length, terminat-
ing the former at the River Apa in the north,
and the larter at the River Agnarty in the east.
